Diet and Health 


Nutrition Is Poor During An lllnesb 


By HERMAN N BUNDESEN. MD 


THE USE of a well-balanced 
diet not only i* important during 
the treatment of illness, hut also 
during the recov ery or conv ales­ 
cent period. As soon as a person is 
injured or suffers from disease, 
poor 
nutrition 
almost 
always 
start* at once. 
According to Doctors John P. 
Peters of Yale Univ ersity and 
Robert Elman of Washington I ni- 
v ersity, this malnutrition comes 
as a result of two things; first, the 
direct effect of the disease or in­ 
jury in damaging tissues, and sec- 
-ond, a lessened food intak e, be­ 
cause during these times persons 
just do not hav e a good appetite 
or are unable to eat. 
Wasting of Tissue« 
Unless the body is properly sup­ 
plied with all of the necessary 
food parts, there is wasting of the 
tissues. Hence, food and fluid must 
be giv en in proper quantities and 
proportions, starting with the v ery 
onset of the illness. If this is done 
there will ne no need for treating 
sev ere and prolonged malnutri­ 
tion during the conv alescent time. 
So often it is forgotten that no 
matter how much food is offered to 
a patient, it will hav e no v alue un­ 
less it is eaten, and this failure to 
eat may arise from physical weak ­ 
ness or exhaustion, or because 
ev en the motions of eating are 
painful. 
It is often helpful to tak e ad­ 
v antage of the sense of thirst, be- 
•ause a thirsty person will tak e 
fluids, and both calories and pro­ 
teins may be giv en in the form of 
fluids. 


Proteins are the part* of food 
necessary for rebuilding worn-out 
and damaged tissue*. Calories re­ 
fer to the amount of heat units 
furnished by the food in the diet. 
Of course, when the patient is able 
to tak e solids the use of fluid and 
semi-fluid foods can be more or 
less discontinued. 
It is important to k eep up the 
salt content of the diet of 
a con­ 
v alescent patient except when the 
patient has heart failure or chronic 
k idney inflammation with edema, 
that Ss, collection of fluid in the 
tissues. Doctors Peters and Elman 
think that he should hav e at least 
fiv # grams of salt a day which is 
one-sixth of an ounce or about one 
standard teaspoonful. If the body 
is depleted of salt, the patient will 
neither eat nor drink well. The ex­ 
tra salt may be giv en in broths, 
milk , tomato and fruit juices. 


Eggs Beneficial 
Although it may not be possible 
to giv e all the protein needed dur­ 
ing conv alescence a great deal of 
it can he supplied in eggs, prefer­ 
ably cook ed, milk 
and ground 
meat. Starchy foods, sugars and 
fats hav e a protein sparing action 
and, of course, enough of these 
foods should be giv en so that most 
of the protein tak en will be util­ 
ized for tissue repair and not for 
furnishing energy to the body. 
Because of the limited number 
of foods which can be tak en by a 
conv ale-cent patient, a v itamin de­ 
ficiency may dev elop. Hence, the 
v itamin should he supplied by 
such preparations which the doc­ 
tor will prescribe. Attention to 
these details of the conv alescent 
diet may often shorten the period 
of illness and recov ery.
